Such 
ticketa would politically prove an offset 
to those in favor of Weaver and Cham- 
bers. 


Tun latest reports from the wheat ¢rop 
in this country are very promising. The 
acreage is slightly greater than it was 
last year, and the condition of the crop 
is unusually healthy. Kansas is the only 
state that has been affected by the 
drought, and even in that state a fair 
crop is expected. The reports from the 
English crop are conflicting, but it is too 
early to ascertain with any degree of 
certainty the condition of a crop that 
does not reach maturity until September.

The South American War. 

The war that Chili is waging with Peru 

and Bolivia is plainly nearing its end. 
The Chilian armies and navy have 
scarcely met with a repulse. The con- 
quest of Tarapaca involved almost the an- 
nihilation of the allied army. The second 
landing on Peruvian soil was made at 
Ilo, which lies about 100 miles south of 
Arica, and from Ilo began the difficult 
march upon Tacna and Arica. The fall 
of these two places, which was 
announced a few days ago, makes the 
Chilians not only ‘masters of south- 
enn Peru, but it puts in their 
hands the chief port at which Bolivian 
trade found an outlet—in fact, the only 
one that was accessible to the Bolivians, 
as Cobija and the smaller towns on the 
coast of the Bolivian province off Ataca- 
ma have been in the possession of the 
Chilians several months. Arica is second 
only to Callao. among the ports of Peru, 
and itis there that Campero, the Boli- 
vian president, having command of the 
land forces; made his greatest and 
probably last effort in this war. 
Bolivia has but little interest 
now in a war that she did not 
willingly enter upon, and it is more than 
likely that she will leave perfidious Peru 
to fight it out. 

But Peru is powerless. Her ports are 
blockaded, her commerce ruined. Her 
finances are in such a desperate condi- 
tion that one of her dollars is worth only

Some New Books. 
Through Mr. J. Van Holt Nash, the 
Messrs. Appletons (New York) send us the 
Lite of Thomas Francis Bayard,” with ex- 
tracts from his speeches and the debates of 
congress. This can scarcely be called a 
campaign life of the distinguished senator, 
though doubtless intended to have some 
effect in that direction. It is really a care- 
fully prepared biography, and is in all re- 
spects worthy of its subject. There is an 
airof repose about the style suggestive of 
literary leisure, and the volume is full of 
Pinterest from beginning to end. It 
is the record of a life of singu- 
lar purity and unselfish devo- 
tion to the interests of the people, 
and is appropriately dedicated by the au- 
thor (Mr. Edward Spencer) to the young 
men of the United States. 

Through J. J. & 8. P. Richards, of this 
city, Messrs. Lee & Shepard (Boston) send 
us “Eastward Ho! Adventures at Rangeley 
“Lakes,” by Captain Charles A. J. Farrar. 
It is difficult to say whether this, book is 
iritended for an advertisement of Captain 
Farrar’s green grocery store at Jamaica 
Plain, or whether it is intended as a record 
of adventure. Inany event, it isan ex- 
ceedingly stupid affair. It is written in 
detestable style. The young men who 
go to the lakes not only talk 
slang, in season and out of 
season, but with an awkwardness that 
would seem to indicates wholly barbarous 
state of affairs so far as the average Boston 
boy is concerned. The publishers have per- 
formed their part of the contract neatly 
and handsomely. The price of the book is 
$1.50,

“ventures of Tartarin of Tarascon,” trans- 
lated from the French of Alphonse Daudet 
by Robert 8. Minot. As a specimen of the 
stupendous exaggeration which the French 
regard as burlesque, but which the Ameri- 
can admirers of Mark Twain are pleased to 
term humor, this book is a most interesting 
study. The difference between Mr. Cleni- 
ents at his best (which is his worst) and Dau- 
det is this: In the case of the Frenchman 
it is the hero who makes an ass of himself; 
in the case of the American, it is the author 
himself. Mark Twain would have made 
himself the Tartarin of the story; Daudet 
is content to crown Tartarin himself with 
the laurel wreath. How much of the es- 
sence of genius may have evaporated in the 
translation we do not know, but the book 
lacks the interest which usually appertains 
to burlesques. It is sold for 50 cents.
